Local Soldier's Letter Shows 
Tough, Dirty Job of Infantry 


By LEONARD HALL 
Last spring we i lanted two rows 
of giant sunflowers in the vege­ 
table garden to supplement our 
supply of w inter feed for the song­ 
birds. They m ade a line crop of 
heads, many of them measuring ten 
inches across, and had only the 
drawback that the flowers faced to 
eastward all during the blooming 
season so th at we couldn’t enjoy 
them from the terrace. When the 
heads were harvested, they were 
strung on w ires and hung in the 
granary 
for 
storage. 
The 
long, 
w arm autum n has been fine for the 
birds, enabling them to make the 
most of n atu re’s harvest of fruits, 
seeds and oerrics. Notwithstanding 
this, there are always a few at the 
feeders which hang outside Gin- 
nie’s kitchen windows, and now 
that cold w eather has arrived, they 
come in by dozens. 
The feeders which we use are 
extremely simple affairs, built of 
orange crate lum ber and suspended 
from limbs of the maple and cherry 
trees. The w ires from which they 
hang are run through short lengths 
of hose to protect the trees. The 
feeders consist of a tray about a 
foot wide and tw o feet long, with 
a stiip around it to keep the feed 
from being scattered. At each coi­ 
ner of the tray is a small post and 
these support the slanting roof. The 
birds have access to the feedei 
J'rom all sides and we feel that is 
important, for they never need 
have the feeling of being : hut m 
where they cannot escape easily 
We try to feed a well-bananced 
bird diet, or at least a \ ninety of 
foods which attracts a.1- many dif­ 
ferent species as p o s s ib le . Be e l suet 
is fed in the net bags usenl to pack­ 
age vegetables and one of these is 
tied to a cornei post of each feed­ 
er while others are suspended from 
the 
branches.

poultry mash m ake up the banquet 
table. 
There are alw ays birds about the 
feeders, but during the autumn 
these have been mostly the Caro­ 
lina wrens which nest close to the 
house, chipping sparrows that feed 
on grain which falls on the ground, 
and an occasional downy wood­ 
pecker. With the first cold, windy 
day, a half-dozen others started 
coming in. We watched a mocking 
bird sampling each food in turn; a 
selfish fellow who kept all the 
other birds aw ay until a pair of 
bright-colored 
bluejays 
flew 
in 
from the woods and sent him 
scampering. The ja. 
pest in the suburt 
strictly a woodlam 
country and 
shy 
close to the house. Moie than this, 
when we walk out along the bluff 
above the creek, they are the first 
to cry the alarm , warning all the 
other woodland tolk that the enemy 
is abroad in the forest. 
During early autum n a family of 
red-bellied woodpeckers lie m u r ­ 
ed the big maple tree where one of 
the feeders hangs. Then they dis­ 
appeared for several weeks and 
now we are w aiting to see w heth­ 
er they’ll be back for the winter. 
The chickadees, which keep to the 
woods all sum m er, have returned; 
and sometimes there will be a half- 
dozen titmice busy at the sunflower 
heads, for these seeds are great 
favorites with them. A pair of car­ 
dinals come in now and again, but 
most of these beautiful red birds 
are still concentrated in their fa­ 
vorite feeding area, down along the 
bluff next to the corn field. The

We are waging a campaign, so 
I far without success, against a pair 
of big Coopers hawks which con­

These are real predators, along 
with the smaller sharp-shin hawks, 
existing almost entirely on song 
and game birds, pigeons and chick­ 
ens. We have a pair of marsh 
hawks which hunt the same cover, 
gliding slowly and gracefully back 
and forth across the field for all the 
\vorld like a bird dog. But their 
primary quarry is the field mouse, 
of which a pair may destroy as 
many as 1000 during the nesting 
season. On several occasions I have 
watchtd them dive at quail, doves 
or meadowlarks feeding on the 
' ground, but such quarry seems too 
I swift for them and invariably es- 
| capes. No doubt they sometimes 
take a bird, especially one which 
j is sick or crippled; but on balance 
j we’d say that the marsh hawks, 
along with the red-shouldered and 
! red-tailed hawks, deserve protec­ 
tion and have n al economic im­ 
portance to the fanner in controll­ 
ing the rodent population.

Oc­ 
casionally. quiIt early in the mi­ 
gration, we will see a small band 
of greater or lesser yellow-legs, or 
casual plover or sandpiper which 
may be any of a half-dozen varie­ 
ties. By the time the waterfowl 
season opens, which is supposedly 
at the peak of the migration, our 
ducks, geese and shore birds all 
seem to have passed through. Rare­ 
ly will we see any oi the migrants, 
except the snipe, in the vicinity of 
j the ponds. 
In springtime, the story is quite 
I different. Ducks of practically ev- 
t cry vai iety that use the Mississippi 
' fly way are frequent visitors. Snow 
i and blue geese often stop to feed in 
j our fields for several days. Any 
visit to the pond will give a count 
I of a half-dozen kinds of shore 
birds, vhisilo nn the highest fields 
of the farm we have t lushed the 
beautiful golden plover, making its 
I leisurely way from the Argentine 
to its nesting grounds along the 
Arctic circle.

Averages $931,879 Mon/h 


E dttor’s N o te : T his is one o f a series of articles concern­ 
ing activities o f the Missouri D ivision of E m ploym en t 
Security. T h is information is bein g published b y this news­ 
paper as a public service in cooperation with the Missouri 
Press Association. 


Approximately 8 billion dollars in 
unemployment 
compensation 
has 
h as been paid out to jobless work­ 
ers of the nation since the employ 
m ent security program went into ef­ 
fect. 
In Missouri unem ploym ent insur­ 
ance payments began in January, 
1*739. Over the 11-year period the 
lowest claims year w as in 1944 when 
1 1,584,577 was paid out. The record 
h ig h year was w hat is now com­ 
monly referred to as “the 1949 de- 
jpression that didn’t h appen” when 
payments totaled $22,563,138. M is­ 
souri’s 11-year paym ents total $114,- 
076.560, an average of $10,370,596 
annually.

clothes w'hich are not washable, by 
putting shields in both wool dres­ 
ses and coats before you 
wear 
them. Give a new dress underarm 
shields and sew in a piece of thin 
w ashable fabric over the upper 
back to keep oily soil from the 
dress, suggests Miss Martha Dun­ 
lap, Missouri University clothing 
specialist. 
For coats, use dark shields or 
m ake them from fabric that m at- ! 
ches the lining so that these can I 
take stains and rubs and be replac­ 
ed when necessary. It’s much easier 
and cheaper to put in shields early 
than to reline the coat latter. 
As for new' trousers, protect them 
by sewing retreads inside at seat 
and knees. A retread (an under­ 
neath stretch of firm but thin fab­ 
ric) would w'ork well for the seat 
of a skirt, too. This is especially 
im portant for today’s styles of tight 
fitting skirts. Pencil slim skirts of­ 
ten bulge or stretch out of shape 
unless reinforced underneath. 
Scarves not only brighten up a 
costum e but protect the neckline 
of coat or dress from pow'dcr and 
natural skin oil. 
Sometimes a rest of a few days 
is good for w'ool clothes. It allows 
the wool to spring back, and w rink­ 
les will fall out so less pressing is 
needed. Be sure wool clothes hang 
straight on hangers and are not 
pressed 
tightly 
together 
in a 
crowded closet. They need space 
and air. An occasional brushing, 
inside and out, helps keep wool in 
condition. 
When you brush, don’t overlook 
the seams. 
And turn down the 
cuffs and open out the pockets.

Hogs will never know anything 
about adequate wiring. But little pigs 
know that when brooder heat fails 
they must seek precarious shelter 
from chilling under the old sow. And 
both little pigs and hogs do get thirsty 
—and raise quite a fuss about it 
Both the lack of brooder heat and 
the failure of water in the hog house 
may be traced to skimpy wiring. And 
skimpy wiring never pays. Be sure, 
therefore, that your service entrance 
is of ample size, that all wires are 
large enough to carry the electrical 
power and lighting load required, and 
•—when it comes to brooders—see to it 
that feeder lines serving them, par­ 
ticularly, are designed to hold volt- 
, age drops to a minimum. 
Wires can “carry” only so much 
current. Electricity is like water flow­ 
ing through a pipe; small pipe, small 
stream; large pipe, large stream. If 
wires aren’t big enough to serv# the 
brooder and pump adequately, both 
of these necessary pieces of equip­ 
ment will not operate efficiently. And 
you’ll be the loser—in lack of gains 
put on hogs, and In little pigs being 


quately wired, lighted and electrically 
equipped hog house. The pen area is 
lighted sufficiently for work opera­ 
tions and three duplex convenience 
outlets are shown for electric brood­ 
ing purposes in the five farrowing 
pens. Electric brooding is much sim­ 
pler today than in past years. The 
use of roofed, triangular structures, 
heated by 150 to 250 watt lamps ap­ 
pears to be on the way out.

COLUMBIA. Mo. — A total of 
2.979 children representing every 
county in the State received care 
from the Missouri State Crippled 
Children’s Service in the past fis­ 
cal year, according to Arthur W. 
Nebel, director, in his annual re­ 
port to 
President 
Frederick 
A. 
Middlebush of the University of 
Missouri. The Service is under the 
administration 
of 
the 
Board of 
Curators, although it is not an in­ 
tegral part of the University. 
Of the total number, 2.293 chil­ 
dren received treatment for crip­ 
pling conditions 
and 686 
other 
children were given some service 
such as public health nursing serv­ 
ices and appliances. 
Nebel said poliomyelities led the 
diagnostic groups, with 347 chi 1- ' 
dren receiving treatment foi the j 
malady. Other 
large 
groups in­ 
cluded: 338 ( hildren treated for 
cerebral palsy; 224 for club foot; 
207 tor diseases of bones and or­ 
gans of movement; 159 for flat 
feet; 133 for cleft palate and hare­ 
lip; and 113 for congenital malfor­ 
mations. Nineteen other crippling , 
conditions came under treatment, j 
The annual report, covering the j 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1950,: 
reveals an increase of more than 13 i 
per cent in the number of children j 
on the Register maintained by the : 
Service. It contains the names of j 
children under 21 years of age who i 
have been reported as having a j 
crippling condition. On July 1. 
1949, there were 10,608 children ] 
listed. In the next twelve months 
2,322 additional children were re­ 
ported while 935 others were re­ 
moved, the net increase of 1,387 
bringing the Register’s total to 11,- 
995 children. 
Nebel said the Service again ex­ 


ceeded any 
previous 
year s ex- 
! perience in both service and cx- 
I penditures. Waiting lists have been 
I somewhat reduced and cases are 
j not kept waiting for as long periods 
i as formerly. However, he pointed 
j out that numerically more crippled j 
cases are becoming 
known, due 
largely to heavy birth rates in re- 
; cent years. Also noted was an in­ 
crease in costs. 
During the past fiscal year, Nebel 
reported, 2.293 different children

Local Soldier's Letter Shows 
Tough, Dirty Job of Infantry

L ast spring we planted two rows 
of giant sunflow ers in the vege­ 
table garden to supplem ent our 
supply of w in ter feed for the song­ 
birds. They m ade a fine crop of 
heads, m any of them m easu rin g ten 
inches across, and had only the 
draw back that the flow ers faced to 
ea stw ard all during the blooming 
season so that we couldn’t enjoy 
them from the terrace. W hen the 
heads w ere harvested, they w ere 
stru n g on w ires and hung in the 
g ran ary 
for 
storage. 
The 
long, 
w arm autum n has been fine for the 
birds, enabling them to m ake the 
most of n a tu re ’s harvest ol' fruits, 
seeds and berries. N otw ithstanding 
this, there are alw ays a few at the 
feeders which hung outside G m - 
n ie’s kitchen windows, and now 
th a t cold w eath er has arrived, they 
com e in by dozens. 
T he feeders which we use are 
extrem ely sim ple affairs, built of 
orange crate lum ber and suspended 
from limbs of the m aple and ch erry 
trees. The w ires from w hich they 
hang are ru n through short lengths 
of hose to protect the trees. The 
feeders consist ol a tray about a 
foot wide and two feet long, with 
a stiip around it to keep the feed 
from being scattered. At each cor­ 
ner of the tray is a small post and 
these support the slanting roof. The 
birds hav*j access to th e feeder 
jfrom all sides and we feel th at is 
im portant, for they n ev er need 
h a v e the feeling of being : hut in 
w here they cannot escape e;o ily 
We try to feed a w ell-bananeed 
bird diet, or at least a variety of 
foods which attracts as m any d if­ 
ferent species as possible. Beet suet 
is led in the net hags used to pack­ 
age vegetables and one of these is 
tied to a cornei post of each feed­ 
er w hile others are suspended from 
the 
branches.

T h ere arc- alw ays birds about the 
feeders, but du rin g th e autum n 
these have been mostly th e C aro­ 
lina w rens w hich nest close to the 
house, chipping sparrow s th a t feed :

D uring early autum n a fam ily of 
red-bellied woodpecker-, freeiucn?- 
ed the big m aple tree w here one of 
the feeders hangs. Then they dis­ 
appeared for several weeks and 
now we are w aiting to see w h eth ­ 
er th e y ’ll be back fot the \\ inter. 
T he chickadees, which keep to the 
w oods all sum m er, have retu rn ed ! 
an d som etim es there wall be a half- 
dozen titm ice busy at the sunflow er 
heads, foi these seeds are great 
favorites w ith them. A pair of c a r ­ 
dinals com e in now and again, but 
most of these beautiful red birds 
art* still concentrated in their fa­ 
vorite feeding area, dow n along the 
bluff n ex t to the corn field. The 
dense thicket th ere piovides fine 
cover, as well as food of a dozen

T h ere are pods of the honey 
locust,

We are w aging a cam paign, so 
far w ithout success, against a pair 
of big Coopers haw ks w hich con­ 
stantly

These are real predators, along 
w ith the sm aller sh arp -sh in hawks, 
existing alm ost entirely on song 
and gam e birds, pigeons and chick­ 
ens. Wo have a pair of m arsh 
haw k s which h u n t the sam e cover, 
gliding slowly and gracefully back 
and forth across the field for all the 
vvorld like a bird dog. But their 
prim ary q u arry is the field mouse, 
of w hich a pair m ay destroy as 
m any as 1000 du rin g the nesting 
season. On several occasions I have 
w atched them dive at quail, doves 
or meadovvlarks feeding on the 
ground, but such q u a rry seem s too 
swift lor them and invariably es­ 
capes. No doubt they som etim es 
take a bird, especially one w hich 
is sick or crippled; but on balance 
w e’d say that the m arsh hawks, 
along w ith the red-shouldered and 
red-tailed hawks, deserve protec­ 
tion and have real economic im ­ 
portance to the farm er in controll­ 
ing th»* rodent population.

O c­ 
casionally. quite early in the m i­ 
gration, we will see a small band 
of greater oi lesser yellow-legs, or 
casual plover or sandpiper which 
m ay be any of a half-dozen v arie­ 
ties. By the tim e the w aterfow l 
season opens, which is supposedly 
at th e peak of the migration, our 
ducks, geese and shore birds all 
seem to have passed through. R a re­ 
ly will we see any of the m igrants, 
except the snipe, in the vicinity of 
the ponds. 
In springtim e, the story is quite 
different. Ducks ot practically e v ­ 
ery variety th at use the Mississippi 
fly w ay are frequent visitors. Snow 
an d blue geese often stop to feed in 
our fields for several days. Any 
visit to the pond will give a count 
of a half-dozen kinds of shore 
birds, w histle on the highest fields 
of the farm we have tlushed the 
beautiful golden plover, m aking its 
leisurely wav from the A rgentine 
to its nesting grounds along the 
A rctic circle.

Hogs will never know anything 
about adequate wiring. But little pigs 
know that when brooder heat fails 
they must seek precarious shelter 
from chilling under the old sow. And 
both little pigs and hogs do get thirsty 
—and raise quite a fuss about it. 
Both the lack of brooder heat and 
the failure of water in the hog house 
may be traced to skimpy wiring. And 
skimpy wiring never pays. Be sure, 
therefore, that your service entrance 
is of ample size, that all wires are 
large enough to carry the electrical 
power and lighting load required, and 
■—when it comes to brooders—see to it 
that feeder lines serving them, par­ 
ticularly, are designed to hold volt­ 
age drops to a minimum. 
Wires can “carry” only so much 
current. Electricity is like water flow­ 
ing through a pipe; small pipe, small 
stream; large pipe, large stream. If 
wires aren’t big enough to serv# the 
brooder and pump adequately, both 
of these necessary pieces of equip­ 
ment will not operate efficiently. And 
you’ll be the loser—in lack of gains 
put on hogs, and in little pigs being 


needlessly crushed for want of a safe 
place to keep warm. 
The above picture shows an ade­ 
quately wired, lighted and electrically 
equipped hog house. The pen area is 
lighted sufficiently for work opera­ 
tions and three duplex convenience 
outlets are shown for electric brood­ 
ing purposes in the five farrowing 
pens. Electric brooding is much sim­ 
pler today than in past years. The 
use of roofed, triangular structures, 
heated by 150 to 250 watt lamps ap­ 
pears to be on the way out. Many 
farmers now merely fence off a cor­ 
ner of a farrowing pen and locate one 
of the new reflector type heat lamps 
overhead.

Middlebush of the University of 
Missouri. The Service is under the 
administration 
of 
the 
Board of 
Curators, although it is not an in­ 
tegral part of the University. 
Of the total number. 2.293 chil­ 
dren received treatment for crip­ 
pling conditions 
and 686 
other 
children were given some service 
such as public health nursing serv­ 
ices and appliances. 
Nebel said poliomyelities led the 
diagnostic groups, with 347 chil­ 
dren receiving treatment for the 
malady. Other 
large 
groups in­ 
cluded: 338 children treated for 
cerebral palsy; 224 for club foot; ! 
207 for diseases of bones and or­ 
gans of movement; 
159 for flat 
feet; 133 for cleft palate and hare­ 
lip; and 113 for congenital m alfor­ 
mations. Nineteen other crippling ; 
conditions came under treatment. | 
The annual report, covering the 
fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 1950, 
reveals an increase of more than 13 
per cent in the number of children 
on the Register maintained by the 
Service.
